MARKET  REVIEW  > • 


On  July  31  the  U .  S .  Department  of  Agriculture  declared  and  allocated  to 
foreign  countries  able  to  supply  the  sugar  an  additional  deficit  of 
100,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  sugar  quota  for  the  Domestic 
Beet  sugar  area.     Since  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  had  notified  the 
Department  that  it  would  be  unable  to  supply  any  sugar  in  addition  to 
its  currently  established  quota  the  total  declaration  was  assigned  to 
Western  Hemisphere  countries.     Deficit  prorations,  together  with  the 
revised  quotas,  are  shown  herein  on  Pages    5  and  6. 


It  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent  that  Philippine  sugar  production 
from  the  1971-72  crop  was  considerably  less  than  previously  estimated.  v  ► 

In  order  to  fill  its  current  1972  quota  it  will  be  necessary  for  th.e 
Philippines  to  ship  a  large  quantity  of  new  crop  sugars.  To  insure  arrival 
by  Dec.  31  the  Philippines  plan  to  ship  about  90,000  tons  to  the.  West 
Coast  refiner.     It  is  expected  that  the  West  Coast  refiner  will  make 
available  an  offsetting  quantity  of  Hawaiian  sugar  to  Atlantic  and  Gulf 
coast  refiners  at  a  date  earlier  than  usual  for  arrival  of  new  crop  sugar 
from  the  Philippines.

Raw  sugar  available  to  cane  sugar  refiners  during  1972,  from  current  4i 
quotas,  will  exceed  1971  supplies  by  about  500,000  tons,  assuming  no  short 
falls.     Raw  sugar  from  foreign  countries  will  be  at  about  the.  same  level  as   « > 
in  1971  with  a  190,000  ton  decrease  in  Philippine  sugar  being  offset  by 
sugar  from  other  foreign  countries.  The  increase  in  supplies  will  come  from  - 
the  domestic  sugar  producing  areas — about  380,000  tons  from  the  mainland 
cane    area  and  130,000  tons  from  Hawaii. 

During  the  first  half  of  1972,  refiners1  receipts  of  quota  raw  sugar 
exceeded  those  for  the  same  period  last  year  by  365,000  tons. Howe wr, sugar 
from  the  domestic  areas  was  down  about  15,000  tDns  so  that  the  increase  re- 
sulted from  receipts  of  foreign  sugar.  ^ 

Refiners'  quota  stocks  increased  about  260,000  tons  during  the  first  £ 
half  of  this  year  and  as  of  June  30,  exceeded  one  million  tons,  or  about 
300,000  tons  above  those  for  June  30,  1971. Based  on  preliminary  figures,  at4-* 
the  end  of  July,  refiners1  stocks  were  still  well  above  the  one  million  ton 
level.  Included  as  quota  receipts  in  the  above  figures  were  146,000  tons  of  4 
mainland  cane  sugar  and  71,000  tons  of  foreign  sugar  held  by  refiners  at 
year-end  1971,  but  not  chargeable  to  1972  quotas  until  after  Jan.  1. 

Preliminary  reports  of  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all 
primary  distributors  on  July  29,  1972  indicate  inventories  totaled 
2,065,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  278,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  but 
133,000  tons  more  than  the  end  of  July  of  last  year.  Beet  processors'  [ 
stocks  of  823,000  tons  were  189,000  tons  below  those  of  June  30,  1972,  and 
93,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  July  last  year.  Stocks  of  raw  and 
refined  sugar  held  by  cane  sugar  refiners  were  reported  as  1,062,000  tons, 
or  41,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  228,000  tons  more  than  a  year 
earlier. 
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Demand  for  sugar  continues  strong.     Primary  distributors  sales  during 
the  first  seven  months  of  1972  totaled  6,434,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was  173,000  tons  more  than  during 
the  first  seven  months  of  1971  and  53,000  tons  more  than  the  record 
quantities  delivered  during  January-August  1970.    Reported  deliveries 
through  Aug.  19,  1972  totaled  7,163,000  tons  compared  with  6,918,000  tons 
and  7,020,000  tons,  respectively,  reported  delivered  during  those  periods 
of  1971  and  1970.      Constructive  deliveries,  i.e.     sugar  sold  and  charged 
to  quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of 
the  following  year,  amounted  to  88,000  tons  in  1971,  161,000  tons  in  1970 
and  40,000  tons  in  1969.     Accordingly,  physical  deliveries  through  Aug. 19, 
1972,  totaled  7,251,000  tons  compared  with  7,079,000  tons  and  7,060,000 
tons,  respectively,  delivered  during  those  periods  of  1971  and  1970. 

Regionally,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  States  of 
destination  during  January- June  1972  were  3.6  percent  above  those  of  the 
comparable  period  of  1971.     Increases  were  reported  in  four  of  the  five 
regions  with  the  West  increasing  the  most — up  7.6  percent  followed  by  the 
South  and  the  North  Central  regions  which  increased  4.1  percent  each  and 
the  New  England  region  which  was  up  1.8  percent.     Reported  deliveries  to 
the  mid-Atlantic  region  declined  0.1  percent. 

Deliveries  during  January- June  1972  were  larger  to  33  States  than  in 
the  first  half  of  1971  and  smaller  to  17.     In  16  of  the  States, deliveries 
increased  100,000  hundredweight  or  more  during  the  1972  period  as  compared 
with  that  period  of  1971.     Ohio  had  the  largest  increase,  775,000  hundred- 
weight, followed  by  California  where  the  increase  was  724,000  hundred- 
weight.   New  York  and  Maryland  with  reported  deliveries  of  466,000  and 
255,000  hundredweight  less,  respectively,  had  the  largest  declines. 

Based  on  Aug.  1  conditions,  the  Department^  Crop  Reporting  Board 
estimates  that  prospects  for  the  1972  sugarbeet  crop  improved  slightly 
during  July.  Production  of  beets  is  now  expected  to  total  26.7  million 
tons,  down  slightly  from  the  27.0  million  tons  produced  last  year  but  up 
about  three  percent  from  the  25.9  million  tons  forecast  a  month  earlier. 
Acreage  of  sugarbeets  harvested  in  1972  is  expected  to  total  about  two 
percent  more  than  last  year  but  estimated  yield  per  acre  at  19.6  tons  is 
about  three  percent  below  the  ~20.2  average  for  the  1971  crop. 

Weather  during  July  favored  sugarbeet  development  generally,  except 
in  Idaho,  where  cool,  wet  weather  has  resulted  in  some  spotty  stands. 
Current  yield  prospects  are    below  a    year  ago  in  Minnesota  and  North 
Dakota  and  in  parts  of  the  Red  River  Valley  some  replanting  has  been 
necessary.     Several  States  have  reported  damage  resulting  from  hail, wind  anc 
insects.     Harvesting  of  fall-planted  beets  in  Arizona  and  the  Imperial 
VAlley  of  California  is  now  complete  with  favorable  yields  of  beets  of  good 
sugar  content  reported.     In  the  southern  San  Joaquin  Valley,  harvesting 
began  during  the  first  week  of  July  and  tonnage  and  sugar  content  of  the 
beets  is  expected  to  be  high. 

Sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and  seed  is  forecast  by    the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  at  28.1  million  tons  or  16  percent  above  the  24.2  million 
ton  1971  crop.    Most  of  the  increased  production  would  result  from  increase 
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acreage  in  Louisiana  and  Florida  although  the  yield  of  cane  per  acre  in 
1972  is  expected  to  average    39.1  tons  compared  with  an  average  of  37.3 
tons  for  the  1971  crop  and  41.1  tons  for  the  1970  crop.  Growing  oonditions 
have  favored  sugarcane  production  in  Louisiana  and  Florida. 

Growing  conditions  have  been  favorable  to  the  development  of  the  crop 
in  Hawaii  and  milling  operations  are  about  on  schedule.     Production  of  cane 
sugar  through  July  29  totaled  662,187  tons  ,  96°  basis  compared  with 
741,976  tons  produced  through  July  31  last  year. 

On  July  28,  1972  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  in  the  Southeast 
territory,  effective  July  31,  the  wholesale  price  quotation  for  industrial 
sugars  was  increased  .20  cent  per  pound.     This  would  increase  the  price 
for  the  basis  pack- -100-pound  paper  bags- -from  12.90  cents  to  13.10  cents 
per  pound.     The  announcement  specified  that  the  new,  higher  prices  were 
offered  on  a  day-to-day  basis.     Other  sellers  in  the  region  followed  with 
announcements  of  similar  price  increases.     Shown  below  are  the  price 
quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack  and  in 
bulk,  by  regions  as  of  mid-August.     Significant  variations  of  actual 
prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain  areas  reflecting 
competitive  conditions.

Actual  prices  in  some  cases,  differ  substantially  from  quotations. 
During  the  post-freeze  economic  stabilization  period  (Phase  II) , increases  in 
the  ceiling  prices  of  individual  sellers  of  refined  sugar  must  conform  to 
the  procedural  requirements  prescribed  by  the  Cost  of  Living  Council. 

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  during  July  1972  was"   13.86  cents  per  pound,  down  from  13.88 
cents  in  June  but  up  from  13.64  cents  in  July  of  last  year,  an  increase  of 
1.6  percent  for  the  12-month  period. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  9.17  cents 
per  pound  during  July,  up  from  8.77  cents  in  June  and  8.58  cents  during 
July  of    last  year.  During  the  first  seven  months  of  1972  the  spot  price 
averaged  8.98  cents  per  pound,  or  99.9  percent  of  the  average  of  the 
monthly  price  objectives  for  the  period. 

During  July  1972,  the  spot  quotation  has  followed  a  rising  trend, 
increasing  from  8.90  cents  per  pound  for  the  period  July  3-6,  to  9.35  cents 
for  July  27-31.     In  early  August  the  quotation  weakened,  falling  to  9.25 
cents  for  the  period  Aug.  2-7,  after  which  it  increased  to  9.30  cents  on 
Aug.  8  and  to  9.35  cents  on  Aug.  11.     For  the  period  Aug.  1-28  the 

quotation  averaged  9.32    cents  per  pound  compared  with  8.67    cents  during 
the  same  period  of  1971. 
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Cane  sugar  production  from  the  now  completed  1971-72  crop  in  Puerto 
Rico  amounted  to  298,095  short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  324,107  tons 
produced  last  year.     The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  averaged  6.728 
percent  in  1972,  down  from  an  average  of  6.996  percent  in  1971 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  bulk  sugar  f .o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  11.  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee 
and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  5.58  cents  per  pound  in  July,  down  from  6.58 
cents  in  June  but  up  from  4.20  cents  in  July  of  last  year. 

World  sugar  prices  continued  to  weaken  during  July  although  fluctuating 
up  and  down  from  a  high  of  6.00  cents  on  July  6  to  a  low  of.  5.10  cents  per 
pound  for  the  period  July  27-31,  the  lowest  since  Dec.  10,  1971,  when  it  was 
5.00  cents  per  pound.     During  August  the'  quotation  has  strengthened  rising 
from  5.15  cents  per  pound  on  Aug.  1  to  7.25   cents  on  Aug.    28.    For  the 
period  Aug.  1_28    the  quotation  averaged  6.11    cents  compared  with  4.39 
cents  during  that  period  of  last  year. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1972  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION,  PRORATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  1972  SUGAR  QUOTA  DEFICIT: 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  July  31  declared  an  additional 
deficit  of  100,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  sugar  quota  for  the  Domestic 
Beet  Area  and  prordted  such  quantity  to  foreign  countries.     The  action  was 
taken  to  comply  with  provisions  of  Section  403(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act. 

On  the  basis  of  current  inventories  of  beet  sugar  and  recent  estimates 
of  sugar  production  from  the  1972  crop  of  sugar  beets,  it  is  determined  that 
in  order  for  the  Domestic  Beet  Area  to  maintain  adequate- -carryover 
inventories  at  the  end  of  calendar  year  1972,  it  will  likely  not  fill  its 
current  quota  by  100,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  USDA  officials  explained. 

The  Department  is  required  to  periodically  determine  as  information 
becomes  available  but  not  less  frequently  than  60  day  intervals,  whether 
any  area  or  country  will  fail  to  fulfill  its  quota  obligations .Each  foreign 
country  that  will  not  be  able  to  fill  its  1972  quota  as  announced  today 
should  notify  the  Department  the  amount  of  such  shortfall  and  the  reason 
for  its  inability  to  fulfill  its  1972  quota  as  soon  as  possible  to  avoid  a 
possible  reduction  in  its  subsequent  year's  quotas. 

Since  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  has  notified  the  Department  that 
it  will  be  unable  to  supply  sugar  in  addition  to  its  currently  established 
quota,  the  total  declaration  announced  herein  is  assigned  to  Western 
Hemisphere  countries.

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OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 


Aug.  2,1972      The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced 
that  allotment  of  the  direct-consump tion  portion  of  the  mainland  sugar 
quota  for  Puerto'Rico  will  not  be  necessary  for  1972.        In  October  1971 
on  the  basis  of  preliminary  data,  a  determination  was  made  that  an  allotment 
would  be  necessary  and  a  public  hearing  was  held.     Data  now  available 
indicates  that  the  quantity  of  sugar  available  for  marketing  to  the  mainland 
as  direct-consumption  sugar  will  be  less  than  the  quantity  permitted  and 
that  allotments  are  not  necessary.     (See  Aug.  8,  1972  Federal  Register). 

Aug.  4,1972    Provides  means  for  determining  rates  of  commercially  re- 
coverable sugar  from  sugarbeets  of  the  1972  crop.   (See  Aug.  11,  1972 
Federal  Register) . 

Aug.  7,  1972    An  increase  in  1973-crop  proportionate  shares  farm 
acreage  allotments  for  sugarcane  farms  in  the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  Area  of 
Florida  and  Louisiana  was  announced  today  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

Shares  to  be  established  for  farms  will  be  15  percent  greater  than 
the  shares  initially  established  for  the  1972  crop  (about  10  percent 
above  the  shares  currently  in  effect)  and  will  total  276,352  acres  in 
Florida  and  420,803  acres  in  Louisiana,  as  compared  to  the  two  State's 
initial  1972-crop  shares  of  240,306  acres  and  365,916  acres,  respectively. 
(See  August  24,  1972  Federal  Register). 

Aug.  8,  1972         The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced 
processor  allotments  of  the  1972  sugar  quota  for  the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar 
Area,  totaling  1,643,000  short  tons,  raw  value. 

The  allotments  reflect uthe  total  quota  for  the  area  and  the  use  of 
final  production,  marketing  and  inventory  data  in  the  allotment  formula. 

Today's  regulation  will  inform  processors  and  refiners  of  the  quantity 
of  sugar  that  each  processor  is  permitted  to  market  in  1972  under  the  presen 
area  quota. 

The  allotments  announced  today  were  established  on  the  basis  of  a 
public  hearing  held  on  April  14,  1972,  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  (See 
Aug.  15,  1972  Federal  Register). 

Aug.  18,1972  Announced  that  proportionate  shares  will  not  be  required 
for  farms  in  the  Texas  cane  sugar  producing  area  for  the  1973  crop  of  sugars 
cane.   (See  Aug.  24,  1972  Federal  Register). 

Aug.  24,1972      Announced  an  informal  public  hearing  at  which  requests 
will  be  received  _.with  respect  to  the  allocation  of  sugarbeet  acreage  to 
localities  where  new  processing  facilities  are  constructed  or  existing 
facilities  expanded,  as  provided  under  the  1971  amendments  to  the  Sugar  Act. 
The  hearing  will  also  afford  interested  persons  the  opportunity  of 
submitting  data,  views,  and  arguments  with  respect  to  such_  requests.  The 
hearing  will  begin  at  9:00  a.m.   (EST),  Oct.  5,  1972,  in  the  Thomas  Jefferso 
Memorial  Auditorium,  First  Floor,  South  Building,  U.S.  Department  of  | 
Agriculture,  Independence  Avenue,  S.W.,  Washington,  D.C.   (See  Aug.  30,  1972 
Federal  Register).

The  average  price  objective  for  the  period  September  1970-August  1971  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  the 
enactment  of  the  Sugar  Act  Amendments  of  1971  equals  8.55  cents  per  pound.     This  is  divided  by  the  simple 
average  of  the  Parity  Index  and  the  Wholesale  Price  Index  for  the  same  period  (both  indexes  1967=100),  or  115.4 
to  obtain  the  factor  .07409  which  when  multiplied  by  the  average  of  the  Parity  Index  and  the  Wholesale  Price 
Index  for  a  given  month  yields  the  price  objective  for  that  month.
